Now just a little closer to us in Cen- 
tral America, Nicaragua and Hon- 
duras and probably Guatemala are in 
a continued revolution. And just 
north of there and slightly to the 
west is old Mexico which lies hard 
against us. She too is still in a mad 
revolt of everything sacred. Now we 
notice with significance that in most 
of these localities of debauchery and 
“red” terror the earth is belching 
forth her displeasure with flame and 
smoke. Thousands of human beings in 
divers places of revolt and uprising 
are going to their death under terrible 
lava rains as it pours from the bowels 
of the earth. One aviator relates that 
as he flew over a village on an island 
of a southern group the entire popula- 
tion apparently waved at him raising 
their brown arms in cheer and on his 
return trip, alas, there was not a sign 
of humanity. The whole island appear- 
ed as an ant hill of lava and smoke. 
Human beings were in the melting 
pot, literally.

Sometimes the best of people are visit- 
ed with the worst of calamities and 
troubles, and some who have known 
the way of righteousness and TURN- 
ED FROM THE HOLY COMMAND- 
MENTS DELIVERED UNTO THEM 
(2 Pet. 2:21) and lived wickedly and 
mean have prospered in a temporal 
way. 

The majority of people do not want 
to suffer and work for God because 
they love Him and the lost world. 
They just want to barely do enough 
to escape hell, and get such people 
to believe that they will be saved in 
heaiven, it does not matter what they 
do, just because they were once con- 
verted, then what advantage or what 
foundation does the church have to 
get such people to be faithful in doing 
their Christian duties? It would be 
just as untrue and unreasonable to 
teach people that there was no danger 
of going broke financially, no danger 
of getting sick and dying, no danger 
of an aeroplane falling, as it is to 
teach them that there is no danger of 
falling from grace. I believe this is 
the most unscriptural, dangerous doc- 
trine that I ever heard.
